Ma.  Wim-hv:- Feeling  rather  inquisitive 
I  hero  ask  n  tow  questions.  1st.  Is  Slavery 
in  accordance  with  the  directions  or  the  Ili- 
ble? 

If  it  be  answered  that  it  is,  I  will  proceed 
to  ask,  who  are  proper  subjects  of  slavery,  or 
for  slavery?  If  it  he  answnrutl,  0!  the  col¬ 
ored  race;  I  would  ask  if  slavery  then  he 
proper,  and  the  colored  race  the  proper  sub¬ 
jects,  and  likewise  bettor  off  for  being  slaves, 
why  not  take  nil  of  the  Northern  colored  peo¬ 
ple,  and  sell  them  into  slavery.  If  I  be  an¬ 
swered  that  they  can  take  care  of  themselves, 
1  ask  why  not  sell  those  then  who  cannot  take 
care  of  themselves. 

But  if  the  nnswer  to  the  first  question  be 
that  slavery  is  opposed  to  the  Bible,  I  ask 
then,  why  do  not  all  Christians  awake  and 
arise,  and  declare  themselves  opposed  to  it? 
Why  not  do  unto  others  ns  ye  would  that 
they  should  do  unto  you  ? 

The  answer  to  all  these  questions  may  be 
briefly  answered,  and  every  true  and  humble 
follower  of  Christ  who  is  laboring  in  great 
darkness,  must  have  the  same  answers.  1st. 
That  slavery  is  in  nil  its  forms  opposed  to 
the  doctrines  of  the  Bible.  2d.  That  no  race 
or  people  arc  proper  subjects  for  slavery.  3d. 
That  it  will  be  greatly  in  violation  of  the 
golden  rulo  to  sell  any  persons  into  slavery 
whether  they  could  take  care  of  themselves 
or  not.  4th.  That  slavery  is  in  no  form  bet¬ 
ter  calculated  for  giving  support  than  free¬ 
dom. 

Another  question.  Would  there  ever  be 
any  more  s'avery  if  every  person  would  do 
unto  others  as  they  would  that  others  should 
do  to  them  ? 

Another  still.  Had  we  been  sold  into  sla¬ 
very  without  any  crime  orfnultof  ours, would 
it  be  proper  for  ns,  in  consideration  of  our 
prospect  of  unending  slavery  for  ourselves, 
and  our  posterity,  to  desire  to  escape  there¬ 
from  and  to  put  those  desires  in  practice, 
were  an  opportunity  to  present  itself? 

And  if  it  would  not  bo  improper  for  us  un¬ 
der  such  circumstances  to  desire  and  plan  to 
escape,  should  we  regard  a  person  ns  doing 
unto  us  what  he  would  have  us  do  unto  him 
should  he  attempt  to  hinder  us  or  refuse  to 
lend  us  aid? 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Editor,  let  me  say,  that 
I  do  not  believe  that  there  is  a  person  in  exis¬ 
tence  who,  were  he  sold  into  slavery  without 
crime,  would  not  escape  if  possible,  and 
woald  regard  any  person  hindering  or  refus¬ 
ing  to  lend  aid  ns  neither  bcuevolcut  or  Chris¬ 
tian  like. 

Such  being  my  views,  I  cannot  but  wonder 
that  these  martyrs  who  are  sacrificed  on  the 
altar  of  human  slavery,  such  as  Torrey, 
Walker,  and  others,  have  no  more  prayers 
for  their  relief  and  release,  and  no  more  sym¬ 
pathy  for  their  sufferings,  by  those  professing 
to  be  Christians.

Mexican  Provisional  Constitution— Gen. 
Paredes  has  promulgated  a  provisional  con¬ 
stitution,  of  which  the  Pensacola  correspond¬ 
ent  of  the  Tribuue  gives  the  following  synop- 

'i'he  1st  Section  declares  the  intention  of  the 
army  to  support  the  naiion  against  the  ad-  i 
ministration  of  Herrera,  und  pronounces  all 
future  acts  of  that  administration,  null  and 
void. 

Sec.  2d.  Dissolve  the  Congress  and  all  Ex¬ 
ecutive  authorities. 

Sec.  Sd.  Repeals  Paredes’  promise  m  con¬ 
voke  an  Extraordinary  Congress,  with  full 
powers  to  6t-tile  the  a  flairs  of  ihe  nation. 

See.  4th.  Gives  “ull  classes  of  society”  the 
franchise. 

Sec.  5ih.  Makes  it  the  first  duty  of  the 
Congress  to  organize  the  Executive  power  of 
ihe  State,  and  pronounces  this  ‘-Sovereign 
Assembly”  the  source  of  all  authority. 

Sec.  6ih.  Permits  the  local  authorities  in 
the  Departments  the  temporary  exercise  of 
their  function*. 

Sec.  7ib.  -Nominates  Puredes‘‘Chiefofthis 
movorneiil”aml  forms  a  kind  of  advisory  Com- 
nnuee  to  net  with,  or  for  him.

Sec.  9lh.  Solemnly  disclaims  all  intention 
to  elevate  Paredes  beyond  the  point  indicated 
by  his  manifesto. 

Declares  that  “the  army  will 
punish  all  persons  who  oppose  this  plan.” 

The  revolution  was  almost  bloudlAs,  only 
one  regimental  oflicer  and  one  private  soldier 
losing  their  lives.  Paredes  is  said  to  h«ve 
hail  fewer  than  8,000  men  under  him,  and  his 
march  was  slow  enough  to  enable  Herrera  to 
lake  every  defensive  precaution.  Tim  latter 
accordingly  equipped  about  30,000  citizens  to 
defend  the  city,  having  also  some  1200  regu¬ 
lar  troops  belonging  to  its  garrrisou.  Upon 
Paredes’  appearance,  the  regulars  voty  coolly  ,; 
walked  over  the  causeway  to  join  him,  and 
the  militia — not  very  coolly — divested  them¬ 
selves  of  all  signs  of  opposition  to  bis  course. 
No  violent  tncusuros  were  pursued;  none 
were  neCcssury.

Slavehold¬ 
ers,  n  pitiful  minority  as  to  numhers,  have 
controlled  the  whole  action  of  our  government 
for  fifiy  years,  because  they  were  n  compact, 
organised,  determined  minority.  .  Let  ulioli- 
tionists  be  such  a  minority,  and  they  can  con¬ 
trol,  within  a  few  jours  the  action  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Government.”, 

“The  American  Review.” 

A  Whig  publication  lately  started  In  imita¬ 
tion  ol'tl.e  Democratic  Review,  contains  in 
the  lust  number  nil  article  bn  the  condition  of 
Mexico,  etc.  The  Review  is  rasher  more  lib¬ 
eral  towards  the  “passion”  for  extension  of 
territory  than  is  usual  with  the  Whigs.  The 
writer  of  the  urlicle  referred  to,  ni  rives  at  the 
following  conclusions  regarding  Californio: — 

“1.  That  California,  a  region  of  vast  re¬ 
sources,  and  destined,  ut  no  distant  day,  to 
hold  important  relations  to  the  commerce  and 
politics  of  the  world,  must— and  ought,  in  the 
natural  course  of  events,  and  for  the  general 
good  of  humanity — pass  from  its  present  do¬ 
minion  into  the  hands  of  another  race,  and 
under  the  sway  of  another  political  system. 

“2.  l’hat  Great  Britain  is  seeking  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  her  sovereignty  there,  being 
moved  thereto,  not  only  by  her  general  lust 
for  colonial  possessions,  hut  by  the  necessity 
which,  in  common  with  ihe  other  monarchies 
of  Europe,  she  feels,  of  interposing  u  barrier 
to  the  growth  in  wealth,  dominion  und  power, 
of  the  American  Union,  and  of  thus  checking 
the  progress  of  republican  liberty,  by  which 
she  believes  her  own  institutions,  and  the  po¬ 
sition  of  the  family  of  European  sovereigns, 
to  be  seriously  menaced. 

“3.  That  the  accomplishments  of  this  de¬ 
sign  would  he  inconsistent  wi  h  the  interests 
and  the  safety  of  the  United  Sta'es;  that  it 
would  he  in  direct  hostility  to  fundamental 
principles  they  are  pledged  to  sustain;  and 
i H  it  the  paramount  law  of  self-preservutinn 
will  impel  them  to  assume  that,  like  the  Eu¬ 
ropean  occupation  of  Cubu,  it  is  an  event 
which  they  ‘cannot  permit  iu  any  contingency 
whatever.’  ”

JUST  REMARKS. 

Mr.  Polk  declares  in  the  most  explicit  lan¬ 
guage,  that  as  far  as  the  continent  of  North 
America  extends,  the  United  States  are  de¬ 
termined  to  warn  off  all  intruders.  The 
President  at  Washington  is  lord  of  the  manor; 
all  the  other  American  Powers  are  copyhold¬ 
ers  under  him,  and  whenever  a  fresh  enclo¬ 
sure  bill  is  passed,  the  sovereign  republic  is 
to  secure  the  lion’s  share — or,  rather  these 
other  Powers  are  mere  tenants  by  sufferance, 
whose  claims  will  be  quashed  upon  the  first 
dispute,  and  who  will  iufullibly  be  ejected  in 
the  end. 

We  reply,  without  hesitation,  that  all  the 
Powers  of  the  cizilized  world  are  bound  to 
protest  against  such  a  doctrine,  ns  they  did 
protest  against  a  similar  declaration  when  it 
was  made  by  Mr.  Monroe;  for  those  which 
have  no  territorial  rights  to  defend,  ure 
equally  interested  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
plain  principle  that  rights  of  sovereignty  are 
limited  by  the  frontier  of  every  state,  and  that 
to  claim  the  exercise  of  a  power  of  exclusion, 
or  to  assert  a  prospective  domininu  over  ter¬ 
ritories  beyond  those  frontiers,  is  to  confuse 
und  overthrow  ull  the  burners  of  power,  and 
to  hasten  the  return  of  universal  warumlcou- 
fusion.  For  this  reason  it  was  that  France 
joined  her  remonstrances  to  those  of  England, 
when  the  American  Government  avowed  its 
intention  of  consummating  the  plunder  of 
Mexico  and  the  annexation  of  Texas.  Mr. 
Calhoun  and  Mr.  King  stated  in  their  official 
correspondence,  w  ith  an  assurance  which  has 
seldom  been  surpassed,  that  they  had  received 
from  the  King  of  the  French  a  pledge  that 
France  would  offer  no  opposition  to  the  work 
they  bail  in  hand.  T  hut  statement  was  utter¬ 
ly  false;  for  although  Frunce,  like  England, 
did  not  conceive  that  her  interest  in  the  prov¬ 
ince  or  stole  of  Texas  was  sufficiently  strong 
to  justify  a  declaration  of  war  against  the  tig- 

tressor,  she  did  protest,  as  energetically  as 
bigland,  against  the  violation  of  those  prin¬ 
ciples  which  are  the  busis  and  the  safeguard 
of  international  relations. 

Mr.  Polk  denounces  as  “the  diplomatic  arts 
and  intrigues”  of  foreign  States,  the  attempt 
to  vindicate  the  public  laws  of  nations;  und 
in  the  severe  language  which  he  applies  to 
France,  he  forgets  that  that  nation  never 
swerved  from  the  traditional  policy  which 
prescribed  a  firm  alliance  with  the  U.  States 
of  America, 'until  the  United  States  had  em¬ 
barked  in  acureor  of  aggression  and  injustice 
in  which  nq  wise  or  honest  Government  could 
I  follow  them.  At  the  time  we  live  in,  nets 
liko  these  are  not  only  degrading  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  which  commits  them,  out  they  arc 
dangerous  to  ull  nations;  and  they  will  infal¬ 
libly  provoke  from  ull  nations  first  censure — 
then  opposition — finally  resistance.  Is  the 
whole  continent  of  Europe,  teeming  with  u 
superuhundunt  population,  to  he  told  that  the 
vast  regions  of  the  Western  world' aro  hence¬ 
forward  closed  against  them,  unless  they  cast 
oft"  their  nutionul  character  und  adopt  the  so¬ 
cial  institutions  und  tho  political  ascendancy 
of  the  United  Stules?  Is  emigration  to  be¬ 
come  expatriation,  and  is  no  State  to  plunt  its 
colors  on  thu  American  coast,  without  abjur¬ 
ing  uli  that  its  subjects  or  citizuns  hold  dear? 
Nay,  we  must  even,  infer  from  the  language 
of  thu  President  that  existing  rights  und  settle¬ 
ments  tire  held  by  u  questionable  tenure;  and 
that  ull  the  various  dependencies  of  Brituiti, 
Russia,  Spain,  France,  Holland,  Belgium, 
and  the  Baltic  Powers,  in  and  about  tho  soil 
of  North  America  awaits  the  application  of 
thu  grand  principle  of  absorption,  wltilst  the 
independent  .Governments  of  u  purely  Ameri¬ 
can  character,  such  as  Mexico  and  Guatema¬ 
la,  aw  already  condemned  to  progressive 
spoliation. 

The  language  of  the  principal  organ  of  the 
French  Government  upon  tin-  President’* 
message  is  of  the- greatest  importance,  be¬ 
cause,  without  entering  into  the  merits  of  the 
Oregon  question,  it  clearly  establishes  how 
the  policy  of  France  is  wilft  reference  to  the' 
gmiBi  al  relations  of  Europe  und  Arherica. — 
,VI r.  Polk  litis  applied  language  to  the  conduct 
of  the  French  Government  in  the  nlfttir  of 
Texas  Which  is  more  unmeasured,  because  it 
was  more  uncalled  for,  than  his  declaration* 
against  ourselves.  We  are  persuaded  that 
the  Cabinet  of  the  Tuillerios  will  tilke  the 
enrliast  opportunity  of  answering  these  asper¬ 
sions  and  attacks  as  they  deserve.

Prof.  Pond— Slavery—The  Board. 


We  do  not  now  intend  a  review  of  that  ar¬ 
ticle  on  the  first  page,  hoping  it  may  he  dune 
by  some  other  pen.  But  wo  cannot  omit  a 
few  remarks.  It  is  u  matter  of  deep  regret 
that  tho  writer  should  have  declared  that  the 
Report  “ ought  to  be  satisfactory still  it  is 
not  surprising,  for  ho  has  never  to  our  knowl¬ 
edge  given  in  his  assent  to  the  sinfulness,  of j 
slavcholding,  and  the  consequent  duty  of  im¬ 
mediate  emancipation.  .His ,  conclusions  nre 
just  what  should  bo  expected  after  stnrting 
from  what  abolitionists  believe  to  be  wrong 
promises.  Thut  report  contains  the  perni¬ 
cious  elements  of  the  pro-slavery  school,  so 
concealed  under  an  anti-slavery  dress,  ns  to 
he  a  thousand  times  more  dangerous  und  dis-' 
nstroiis  than  unvarnished  pro-slavery. 

Tho  Dr.  is  very  sure  the  Board  meant  right 
whatever  they  might  sny,  and  interprets  their 
language  accordingly,  which  is  all  very  con¬ 
venient,  hut  wo  must  be  allowed  to  say  that 
in  our  view  the  Report  will  not  bear  tho  in¬ 
terpretation  which  ho  ha#  given  it.  Dr. 
Hawes,  who  was  coi-ccrnexj  in  the  affairs  of 
the  Board,  find  present  at  the  meeting  when 
the  Report  was  fully  disc ushfed  and  explained, 
says  truly,  that  it  does  not  contemplate  sla¬ 
very  there  ns  temporary,  there  being  nothing 
in  it  opposed  to  the  idea  of  its  permanency. 
All  that  abolitionist#  ask  is-Mand  this  was  sta¬ 
ted  distinctly  at  the  mecting-r-that  they  should 
say  slaveholding  was  rightfully  a  bar  to 
church-membership,  and  “ should  not  be  suf¬ 
fered  lo  continue”  in  those  churches  "for  any 
considerable  length  of  lime ”,  without  forfeit¬ 
ing  the  favor  of  the  Board;— that  all  they  ask¬ 
ed  for  was  time  for  proper  instruction  and 
admonition,  which  should  be  done  in  good 
faith.  But  this  doctrine  was  utterly  repudia¬ 
ted.  They  meant  no  such  thing. 

But  the  missionaries  have  followed  the  gos¬ 
pel  rule— all  has  been  done  right — done  as 
Christ  and  the  Apostles  would  have  done! — 
Well,  what  have  they  done?  They  have 
never  preached  an  anti-slavery  gospel  there — 
have  never  assaulted  slavery  on  moral  princi¬ 
ples — dare  not  preach  against  it  lest  they 
should  “seem  personal;"  it  is  not  named  as 
affecting  church-membership  or  discipline, 
and  those  church  members  are  every  where 
defended  in  effect,  because  they  do  not  know 
any  better  than  to  enslave  their  fellow  Chris¬ 
tians,  after  those  men  have  been  thus  faith¬ 
fully  instructing  them  a  quarter  of  a  century, 
and  where,  too,  the  “gospel”  is  said  to  have 
been  more  signally  blessed  than  at  any  other 
station  of  the  Board,  except  the  Sandwich  Is¬ 
lands!  Yet  we  are  told  that  slavery  has  so 
increased  its  power  there  that  to  disturb  it 
will  greatly  endanger  the  whole  mission.  The 
Bible  has  lately  been  closed  to  the  slaves  by 
penal  law,  their  rights  of  property  taken 
away,  and  they  in  other  ways  oppressed ;  and 
however  it  may  be  tie  with  them  respecting 
certain  other  things,  their  enslavement  is 
probably  more  hopeless  now  than  when  the 
“gospel”  first  went  there.  Yet  Dr.  Pond 
says  all  has  been  right— Apostolical. 

It  is  said  slaveholders  would  not  be  allow¬ 
ed  to  be  received  in  those  churches,  should 
they  treat  their  slaves  with  injustice.  But 
is  not  slavery  itself  unjust?  Also,  that  they 
would  not  be  allowed  to  violate  any  instructions 
of  the  Apostles;  but  do  they  give  the  slaves 
what  is  “just  and  equal” — paying  them  a  fair 
price  for  their  labor?  The  Apostles  “ loltra ■ 
t ed”  slavery;  but  is  not  tolerating  it  in  the 
church  supporting  it?  Is  not  tolerating  rum- 
drinking  by  Christians,  supporting  rum-drink¬ 
ing,  in  the  most  effectual  manner?— and  was 
it  not  always  so? — and  must  it  not  follow  that 
the  bible  supports  slavery  ?  He  says  slavery 
is  iu  direct  violation  of  the  “fundamental 
principles  of  the  gospel,”  yet  the  Apostles  re¬ 
ceived  and  retained  in  the  church  those  who 
persisted  in  the  constant  violation  of  l\\o  fun¬ 
damental  principles  of  their  own  instructions ! 
Is  that  so?  With  deep  concern  and  surprise 
we  ask,  is  if  so?  God  forbid!  Woe  to  the 
church  if  her  influential  nod  worthy  teachers 
are  to  maintain  such  fatul— absolutely  futal 
doctrines. 

Are  tho  “fundamental  principles”  of  the 
gospel  to  be  arrested,  and  slaveholders  grant¬ 
ed  a  special  “right. of  indulgence?” 

But  we  have  already  asked  more  questions 
than  Prof.  Pond  will  probably  answer.  What- 
cverlmay  be  the  cost,  if  stttA  a  “gospel”  is  to 
be  sent  to  the  heulhen  world  by  the  American 
Board,  the  friends  of  Liberty  hnvo  ltd  ultcr- 
nutive,— some  Other  channel  is  inevitable. 

Dr.  Pond,  \v,e  think, .doer*  the  Union  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  great  injustice.  So  far  es  we 
know,  it  does  not  embrace  “Come-outers” 
and  those  other  errorists  hei  names,  nor  slave¬ 
holders  and  those  who  live  by  potty  lurccny. 

That  society  is  under  the  direction  of  able 
and  good  men,  and  has  done  as  much  good  iu 
proportion  to  its  means,  as  tho  American 
Botud  has  done.  It  is  well  worthy  of  sup¬ 
port,  but  something  else  may  be  required 
hereafter.

is  the  price  of  SLAVERY?”  Think  of  this, 
and  let  your  hearts,  through  your  acts,  res¬ 
pond  an  "everlasting  NO!” 

Your  Committee  believing  that  some  defi¬ 
nite  plan  of  action  is  necessary,  in  order  that 
may  act  effectively,  have  concluded 
suggest  for  your  consideration  tho  following 
modes  of  effort  for  the  present  year.

But  perhaps 
all  do  not  understand  how  much  good  may  be 
accomplished  by  means  of  Liberty  Associa¬ 
tions.  We  believe  that,  in  every  instance 
where  they  have  been  formed,  great  good 
has  attended  their  efforts.  That  ten  deter¬ 
mined  Liberty  men  associated,  can  accom¬ 
plish  double  tho  amount  of  good  that  they 
by  themselves,  we  think  we  can  safely  say. — 
By  association  they  cun  keep  up  a  m 
staot  interest  in  the  cause;  and  they 
ture  plans  for  collective  or  individual  effort 
which  will  briug  about  greater  results  than 
could  be  otherwise  effected. 

Third:  The  Maine  Liberty  Associa¬ 
tion. — Those  who  imagine  they  cannot  op¬ 
erate  in  any  other  way  can  operate  through 
this  channel.
